In this connection the work of Mr. Archil<,a!>l I'lower. who visited Mont- 
real a few weeks nc:o. must be commended by all students and admirers of 
Shakespeare. This .centlman, representing the direotors of t!i(> memor:.il 
theatre at Stratford. 1$ endeavoiirln.c to promote their laiiiln!-v!e di'xica of re- 
s;orinc 'hr .^h-;kespearinn drama to its proper place in piil^Iic rsiim.Tiion and. 
throiich thi- inriiium of the best actors available, enable \\ie masses to enjoy 
these présentations at popular prices.

Only Inst year whcr. ..prea! was 
sent out for funds to rei'Olid the memorial theatre at Stratford, contributions 
wcrp recoi'.'eii frf.jn the King of Egry-pt, the .\meer of Atpanistan and from the 
T;rit:.>;h ambassador in Japan, where a version of "Coriolanus" was being 
staged. Small donations, too, were sent by families all over England, who 
realize.; -.lie v^'.ue of Shakespeare and -wished to do their part to est.\blish a 
flttins mor.iinicr.t to his niemcry. 

Ju.s: as the edu,~r.ted classes appreciate and vaîue Shakespeare, so the 
les."5 privileged admire him and revere his name. We read ot a group of Quar- 
, fjTnen who chiselled a maxim from one of the plays on the rocks for their 
cuidr.n.? v hen at work; and agair. rf a crcup of artirar.s who cycled their 
way ;n;c Stratford in order to be prestnt at the ffstiva! piays. At McGill we 
liave a notable example in K. B_ Art*, year t:nkr.r.wr.. who can quote lines 
from any of Shakespeare's plays and who treats his study ot the great dra- 
raatist as a personal hobby. 

All this WDUid seem to show that the work which Mr. Flower and others 
are doing is serv;r.g a useful pttrpost: and everj-one who has a spark of _af- 
leoiion îor Shakespeare wiU heartily appror» rf hi« activity and hope that 
it wlil meet with f::t:r.r tr.i wi:: ;f-hearte; reffrr-se.
